Argentina  Denies  Missionary  Visas

. ' According  to  a recent  Associated  Press 
j rticle,  the  government  of  Argentina  is 
- enying  visas  to  200  missionaries  of  the 
Siurch  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
:^ts. 

• A spokesman  for  the  Argentine  Embassy 
1 Washington,  D.C.  told  the  Universe  late 
londay  it  had  received  no  official  word 
rom  the  Argentine  government  concern- 


ing the  situation.  However,  the  spokes- 
man said  the  Embassy  was  aware  of  the 
Associated  Press  cable  from  Buenos  Aires 

Henry  Smith,  press  secretary  for  the 
Church  told  the  Universe  Monday  the 
Church  had  received  no  official  notice 
from  the  Argentine  government  and  would 
prefer  not  to  make  any  comment  on  the 
situation  until  some  official  communication 
is  received. 

The  AP  article  quoted  a spokesman  for 


the  Argentine  immigration  bureau  as  say- 
ing, “It’s  for  Argentines,  and  not  foreign- 
ers to  handle  matters  pertaining  to  the 
spirit  of  the  people.”  He  went  on  to  say 
visas  were  being  denied  because  Argentina 
is  a Roman  Catholic  country. 

Asked  why  missionaries  for  the  Church 
haven’t  been  excluded  from  Argentina  be- 
fore, the  spokesman  said:  “This  was  due 
to  the  terrible  indifference  of  previous  gov- 
ernments to  matters  as  important  as  re- 


ligion, teaching,  and  other  activities  which 
can  change  the  spirit  of  a nation.” 

Missionaries  now  in  Argentina  must  have 
their  visas  renewed  every  12  months. 

Church  officials  in  Argentina  have  asked 
the  Argentine  Foreign  Ministry  to  inter- 
vene in  the  case.  The  U.S.  Embassy  de- 
clined comment  on  the  case  beyond  stat- 
ing that  the  situation  is  being  studied. 

Presently  there  are  84  missionaries  in 
the  Argentine  Mission  and  85  in  the  North 
Argentine  Mission.

“There  would  be  a conflict  of 
interests  if  I stayed  on  with  the 
Universe,^'  explained  Glenn. 

Glenn  has  been  the  author  of 
most  of  the  editorials  presented 
in  the  Universe  and  is  developing 
an  educational  program  on  drugs. 

With  the  support  of  the  Sopho- 
more Class  and  the  Academics 
Office  Glenn  has  developed  an 
education  program.  It  will  be 
available  to  any  organization  on 
campus  wanting  to  know  more 
about  types  of  drugs  and  laws 
about  their  uses. 

Glenn  has  done  intensive  study 
into  narcotics  and  recently  at- 
tended a number  of  drug  con- 
ferences. He  is  currently  train- 
ing 10  speakers  to  lead  discus- 
sions in  dorms,  ward  MIA’s,  and 
clubs. 

To  supplement  the  program  a 
booklet  is  being  published  of 
which  some  30,000  copies  are 
to  be  distributed.  Also  there  will 
appear  a series  of  five  columns 


in  the  Universe,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  drug  editorials  to  10 
for  the  year. 

Glenn’s  decision  to  run  for  AS- 
BYU president  was  motivated 
by  his  “interest  in  the  Univer- 
sity’s problems.”

Berkeley  Kiots  at  the  Free  University  of  Berlin

In  the  last  two  weeks,  Berlin  has  been  in  the  news  again. 

The  papers  reported-  demonstrations  and  rallies  which 
both  supported  and  opposed  the  Vietnam  policy  of  the 
United  States.  In  both  actions  students  of  the  Free  Uni- 
versity of  Berlin  were  involved. 

Germany  is  stricken  by  serious  unrest  among  its  youn- 
ger generation.  This  became  visible  three  years  ago  when 
students  at  the  Free  University  demanded  a reform  of  out- 
dated academic  structures  which  would  be  indeed  archaic 
and  reactionary  to  any  American  student. 

VIOLENT  DEMONSTRATION 

Last  June  in  Berlin  a student  was  shot  and  killed  by 
police  in  a violent  student  demonstration. 

Rudi  Dutschke,  a 27-year-old  sociologist,  is  the  Gei-man 
Mario  Savio.  Under  his  radical  leadership  students  at  the 
Free  University  began  to  emulate  the  demonstration  tech- 
nique popularized  bj'  Mario  Savio’s  Free  Speech  Movement 
at  Berkeley. 

A professing  Christian,  Rudi  is  a student  of  Hegel  and 
the  related  philosophy  of  Marxism.  Rudi  scorns  conventional 
Communism,  referring  to  himself  as  simply  a revolutionary. 
The  East  Gei-raan  government  is  afraid  that  his  interpreta- 
tion of  Marxism  will  catch  fire  with  its  “intelligentsia.” 

WATER  OF  NIHILISM 

Rudi  Dutschke  is  caught  in  the  water  of  nihilism.  In 
his  impassioned  si>eeches,  he  regularly  berates  the  West 
Gennan  political  establishment  for  its  authoritarianism  and 
sometimes  advocates  the  most  extreme  forms  of  social  and 
sexual  freedom. 

He  preaches  revolution  in  which  a human  being  can  free 
himself,  a revolution  in  which  the  quest  for  power  disap- 
pears. He  wants  a world  without  the  professional  politician, 
a world  without  force.  “Rudi  is  often  too  dogmatic  for  me,” 
comments  his  wife,  an  American  girl  from  Chicago,  study- 
ing theology  at  the  Free  University. 

RESEMBLANCE  AND  INTERRELATION 

Both  student  movements  at  Berkeley  and  at  Berlin  at- 
tack the  same  institutions  in  society'.  There  is  a strong  re- 
semblance and  interrelation  of  thoughts  and  actions  between 
Mario  and  Rudi.  Rudi  siieaks  of  the  Fascistic  structure  of 
the  ruling  class  in  German.  He  calls  it  a restoration  of  the 
old  establishment.  He  feels  there  is  an  alienation  between 
the  ruling  and  the  ruled.  This  is  the  Hegelian  concpt  of 
“Entfremdung.” 

Mario  wants  a “participatory  democracy.”  He  attacks 
government,  meaning  the  industrial  society  as  plutocratic. 
Many  university  students  as  well  as  others  in  our  society, 
complains  Mario,  walk  around  in  confusion;  they  feel  for- 
eign in  their  environment  and  estranged  from  their  own  life. 

CRITIQUE  UNIVERSITY 

Last  year  the  Berlin  students  founded  the  “Critique 
University”  outside  the  establishment,  copying  their  Berke- 
lian  counterparts,  who  established  a “Free  University”  to 
express  their  hostility'. 

The  fight  these  radical  students  lead  is  against  aliena- 
tion and  standardization  within  society. 

The  unrest  among  Gei-man’s  younger  generation  is 
taken  quite  seriously  by  Gennan  politicans.  Although  most 
Americans  have  the  general  picture  of  a German  nation 
ruled  by  authoritarianism,  the  educated  elite  was  and  re- 
mains the  spearhead  of  revolutionary  reforms  and  changes. 

The  big  danger  is  that  these  radical  student  movements 
can  become  the  tools  of  Fascism  and  Communism.

Most  Salzburg  students  are  now 
aware  of  the  cultural  differences 
in  Austria,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
the  townspeople  are  becoming 
aware  of  our  presence  here. 

Wherever  we  go,  we  seem  to 
28.9%  in  Salzburg  for  February 
with  us.  Kodak  and  Cocoa  are  up 
alone.  Comfort-seeking  girls  can 
carry  the  stamp  of  Americanism 
be  seen  sneaking  around  the  hotel 
in  slacks— right  here  in  River 
City.  Local  merchants  are  grow- 
ing their  new  environment,  most 
morning  yogurt  onslaught. 

But  behind  the  excitement  and 
the  bewilderment  of  encounter- 
ing their  new  enironment,  most 
of  the  students  display  an  awe 
and  a reverence  for  the  quaint 
customs  and  charming  manners 
of  this  city. 

AUF  WIEDERSEHEN 

It  took  us  by  surprise  when 
entering  a small  grocery  shop, 
all  four  salesgirls  sang  out  a 
good-day  chorus. 

Their  “Auf  Wiedersehen”  was 
equally  sincere,  though  we  had 
spent  but  a few  pennies  and  then 
only  for  the  experience  of  buy- 
ing something  through  the  med- 
ium of  a foreign  language. 

It  is  amazing  how  little  activi- 
ties such  as  this,  which  don’t 
merit  our  attention  at  home  be- 
come exciting  projects  here.  In 
Salzburg,  a bakery  is  a whole 
new  fantasy  world  of  new  treats 
and  filled  surprises. 

Even  the  males,  normally  the 
world’s  worst  shoppers  have  been 
known  to  spend  the  entire  after- 
noon window-shopping  to  com- 


pare prices,  note  differing  styles, 
and  find  out  their  own  waist  size 
in  centimeters,  the  common  Eur- 
opean measurement. 

SKIING  AT  ITS  BEST 

Shopping  is  not  the  only  hori- 
zon which  is  expanded  here;  ski- 
ing has  also  been  a popular  pas- 
time among  the  students.  One 
can  leave  the  city  in  any  direc- 
tion and  be  on  a ski  slope  in 
half  an  hour.  Those  students  who 
don’t  ski  have  invaded  the  near- 
by metropolis  of  Munich,  in  south- 
arn  Germany,  or  the  quiet  moun- 
tain city  of  Innsbruck  in  the 
Austrian  Alps. 

Packing  suitcases  is  second 
only  to  eating  among  the  Salz- 
burg students’  activities.  One 
group  returned  from  an  excur- 
sion to  Switzerland  on  Monday 
only  to  pack  again  Thursday 
night  for  the  early  morning  de- 
parture to  Berlin 

CULTURAL  SYNTHESIS 

Perhaps  the  most  singular  ex- 
perience for  American  students 
in  Europe  is  the  cultural  syn- 
thesis that  abounds.  The  old  and 
new  stand  side  by  side  here, 
and  yet  they  blend  into  a har- 
monious whole.

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POLISH  RIOTS 

WARSAW  (UPI)— Polish  riot  police 
fought  civilians  and  youths  in  the  streets 
of  Warsaw  today  in  the  third  day  of  un- 
rest. University  students  who  had  clashed 
previously  with  police  were  not  involved 
today. 

Thousands  of  youths  and  curious  by- 
standers burned  newspai>ers  outside  the  uni- 
versity gates  and  shouted  and  cheered.  In- 
side the  students  were  holding  meetings 
with  university  officials. 

Police  showed  marked  restraint  for 
about  two  hours  before  using  tear  gas  to 
disperse  the  crowds.  Repeatedly  they  asked 
the  crowds  to  go  home  and  keep  the  peace ; 
when  they  did  not  the  police  finally  charged. 

RIGHTS  BILL  PASSES 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  Senate  ap- 
proved Monday  the  administration’s  1968 
civil  rights  bill  and  its  controversial  0}>en 
housing  amendment.  It  now  goes  to  the 
House  where  its  fate  appeared  to  lie  in  the 
hands  of  still  undecided  Republican  leaders. 

By  a vote  of  71  to  20,  the  Senate  passed 
the  three-part  package  that  protects  Ne- 
groes and  civil  rights  workers,  makes  it  a 
federal  crime  to  cross  state  lines  to  incite 
riots,  and  outlaws  discrimination  in  the  sale 
and  rental  of  70  per  cent  of  the  nation’s 
housing. 

Senate  approval  was  mostly  a formality 
since  the  main  controvei'sy — the  housing 


amendment — was  elminated  Friday  when  a 
compromise  was  approved  by  a 61-19  vote.  I 

House  leaders  of  both  parties,  conferring , 
following  Senate  passage,  were  unable  to , 
decide  whether  to  ask  the  House  to  accept 
the  senate  bill  unchanged,  or  to  send  it  to  a j 
House-Senate  conference  committee  for  i 
modifications.  The  House  approved  a civil  j 
rights  package  last  year,  but  it  did  not  in- 
clude the  housing  amendments. 

COURT  DECISIONS 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  Supreme 
Court  approved  today  a lower  court  order 
that  Alabama  must  end  racial  segregation 
in  its  prisons  and  jails,  except  when  security 
and  discipline  are  threatened. 

State  officials  did  not  contest  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  order  but  asked  that  as- 
surance be  given  that  wardens  had  reason- 
able discretion  to  separate  white  and  Ne- 
gro prisoners  when  prison  safety  w'as  in- 
volved. 

The  brief  court  opinion  indicated  this 
would  be  permissible. 

NFO  ACTION 

UNION  CITY,  IND.  (UPI)— National 
Farmers  Organization  members  armed  with 
rifles  slaughtered  nearly  100  hogs  Monday 
in  a huge  pit  at  a livestock  collecting  point 
to  protest  low  prices  they  received  for  pork. 

By  early  afternoon,  about  60  farmers  ar- 
rived at  the  Tex  Spangler  Farm  and  con- 
tributed one  or  two  hogs  each  to  the  pro- 
test demonstration.
